It remained for Senator 
Teller to explain in the debate on the 
revenue bill and free coinage what the 
gold men mean by free coinage. In the 
Congressional Record of February 26th 
there isa verbatim report of thoriebate 
Senator Teller said in reply to Senator 
Sherman: 


"Tbu best money, according to the 


gold standard definition, is the money 
that 
will buy the most of human 


sweat, of human toil, that will buy the 
most of human productions; and if you 
c.sa put down wheat to 10 tents 
boshel the Senator from Ohio will con- 
sider that the best kind of money that- 
will buy it at that price; if you can buy 
the laborer's labor for 10 cents a day, 
that will be tho best money, and that 
he »ays, tho people of Colorado will 
cry for. When tLey do, vhen they are 
so dishonest, when they are so ignorant, 
I shall no longer represent them on 
this floor with the feeling that I repre- 
sent a great, free and intelligent peo- 
ple. 
* * * I do not care what 


the Senator says about the death of 
silver, he will find that its corpse is a 
living corpse, that it will rise up here 
to haunt him and his gold standard, 
dishonest money advocates to the end 
of time." 


Senator Teller asked the gold men if 


the 10 cent pieces circulating in this 
country made us a bimetallic country ? 
and said tuat unless the Ameru an pr o- 
plj plant themsc-lres upon ihc double 
standard that v.ill mttinlam uot ouiy 
equity of cimtrnits bat the stability ol 
prices "9 cannot have prosperity, for 
it is the only thing that will briny to 
this country prosperity and progress 
that will put an end to the discontent 
that is usiug up in every pait of the 
country, that gives you a Democratic 
majority one year and a Republican 
majority the next ana probably a Pop- 
ulist majority the year after. 


"Our saiety," said Senator Teller 


"lies in honest, sound inonev, made up 
of the two metals that have been in use 
from timo immemorial. He who says I 
am dishonest because I advocate ibis 
is either dishonest himself or igiior.int 
of the history and condition of the 
world; he is ignorant of the fact that 
silver money has always been 
the 


money of mankind, the money tuaf has 
touched more hands of toil than the 
gold dollars, the money that has done 
infinitely more to move the wheels of 
progress than all the gold that has 
entered into the circulation of the 
world."

Congressional Proceeding* 


WASHINGTON, March ".—At ;> o'clock 


this afternoon the Clerk of the House 
conveyed a supplemental message to 
the Senate, returning the original Sen- 
ate Caban resolutions endorsed aa 
passed, with an amendment in the 
form of a substitute. It was decided, 
after a conference with several Sena- 
tors, that in order to correct the Senate 
Journal, it would be necessary to re- 
call the House resolution. 
Accord- 


ingly Hitt, Chairman of the ^Foreign 
Affairs Committee, offered a resolution 
which was passed, recalling the Cuban 
resolutions.

WismxGTON, March 3.—The British 


Ambassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
and the Venezuelan Minister, Senor An- 
drade, have entenid into direct negoti- 
ations for a settlement of the Yuruan 
incident, which involved the arrest of 
the British police officials in the terri- 
tory in dispute between Venezuela and 
Great Britain, the hauling down ot the 
British flag and a subsequent demand 
for indemnity upon the part of Great 
Bi itain.

Even the head is a burly, msty gray 
shadow, a sort of background for tho 
two eyes. 


I have Been deers wbra they were 


standing still looking at me, have look- 
ed at squirrels, rabbits, partridges, foxes 
and other wild animala alarmed by nay 
presence, but their forms, rather than 
their eyes, are more or less distinct. In 
fact, the eyes seem secondary iu the 
mind pictures, except in the case of the 
otter. It seems to me that the otter did 
not merely look at me; it was more as 
if it looked into me, the same as the 
sensation one has when some one—a 
man or woman—"reads your innermost 
thoughts." These eyes were largo and 
fall rounded, dark brown with a shim- 
mer of light gray skating across and 
around the center, and with a lively 
beauty as different from the dead beauty 
of a deer's full eye. It sent precisely 
such chills up and down my back as 
dark human eyes have done. It was a 
fense, particular look, and not the gen- 
eral gazp of fi bird or pther animal. The 
otter, I think, hypnptiped me, for I did 
not shoot, although my iiupressiou is 
that we looked at one another for a 
minute or two.—Forest oud Stream.
